The United States warships hare cap- 
ured four Spanish ships. 


Active hostilities hate commenced be- 
tween the United States ard Spain, thongh 
war has net yet been formally declared. 
The latest advices from New York to-day 
state that the American gunboat, Nashville, 
captured a Spanish mail ship andar Ameri- 
can Red Cross steamer has left for Cuba. 
The ‘‘ Erickson,” a Key West Torpedo 
boat, captured a Spanish fishing steamer 
in Havana harbor last night under the guns 
of Moroc Castle. 


A despatch from Washington says that 
Generals Wesley and Merritt wili command 
the American cavalry. The Beunos Ayres 
Spanish torpedo boat ‘* Lemerari” left in 
search of the Amcrican battle ship Oregon 
Secretary of war, Russell A. Alger, has 
called out the national guards for the dis- 
trict of Celumbia. There is good authority 
for the statement that the Pacific squadron 
will bleckade the Phillipine islands. The 
government has taken steps~.to man the 
battle ship Oregon. and the gunboat 
Marietta. The American government has 
also notified the powers not to countenance 
privateering. 


The Battleship New York captured a 
German vessel, but let her go again. The 
Pacific squadron left to attack the Philli- 
pine Islands this morning The United 
States gun boat, Helena, brought into Kev 
West anotker prize Spanish steamer, a 
merchantman, the ‘Miquel Jover,” this 
morning.. In Chatanooga a riot has czeur- 
red between whites and colored troops. 
Pistols were used and two men murdered. 
From Madrid comes the word that at 
cabinet meeting held this morning instruc- 
tion were issued to effect the capture of 
the American steamer, City of Paris, if 
possible. The Paris, however, is safe. 
The despatch boat, Dolphin, reports that 
the Cincinalla captured two Spanish boats. 


The cattle ship Maugrove has cut the 
Spanish cable this morning between Spain 
and Havara. France has declared for 
neutrality. Ata conference at Washington 
at which president, Judge Day,Gen. Griggs 
and Senatcrs Hale and Davis were present, 
resolutions were produced declaring for war 
to-morrow. The Spanish are arranging to 
prey upon American ships in the Mediter- 
annean. The United States fleet is lying 
near Havana City, which will probably be 
bombarded to-day.

The 
goods for the upper flat had not been 
arranged on Saturday so the sightseer’s 
wanderings came to an end on the 
second flat where tea was served from 
three to six. 

The firm is sparing no pains to run 
an up to date store. A large stafi of 
clerks are employed and “everything 
possib'e is done to meet the public 
convenience. 

The enterprise which the firm has 
shown in building such a highly 
creditable block is worthy of the 
highest: praise.

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KETTLE RIVER RAILWAY. 
Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., House 

of Commons, April 15th. From 

Hansard. 

Mr. Oliver. .Mr. Speaker, when 
the hour for the consideration of pri- 
vate bills was concluded last Wednes- 
day evening, I was speaking in regard 
to the mineral development of a 
section of the Keotenay country and 
as to how that mineral development 
depended’ upon railway competition. 
I spoke of the Slocan district, a dis- 
trict which is the most profitable in 
British Columbia and to which go the 
greaier part of the food products 
exported to British Columbia from 
the district of Alberta. The Slocan 
district is now served by two railways; 
one a branch of the Canadian Pacific 
and the other practically a branch of 
the Great Northern. It is a matter 
of notoriety that the value of the 
mines of the Slocan district, and the 
consequent vaiue of that district as a 
consumer of the food products of the 
Territories, depend to avery great 
extent, upon the competition existing 
between these railways; by means of 
the Kaslo and Slocan railway, which 
is practicaily a branch of the Great 
Northern, and the Nakusp and Slocan 
railway, which is a branch of the 
Canadian Pacific. It may be worth 
while to let the Heuse know what 
both these roads transport the ores to 
the smelters of the United States, 
Omaha being the point to which the 
greatér part of the ores are carried by 
both. We have there the greatest 
amount of prosperity existing in any 
party of the mining district of British 
Columbia, and consequently the great- 
est consuming centre for the produce 
of Alberta, in consequence of the ex- 
istence of railway competition ; com- 
petition directly to the United States 
smelters and competition in which the 
Canadian Pacific railway (which seeks 
to exclude competition from the Kettle 
river country on the ground that it 
would the ores to American 
smelters) shares. i will go further, 
Sir, and say that it was to enable the 
Canadian Pacific railway to compete 
on more advantageous terms in the 
work of carrying Canadian ores to the 
Omaha smelter, that caused the de- 
mand to be made upon this country 
for aid to build the Crew’s Nest Pass 
railway. The reason fer the con- 
struction of that railway was not to 
have Canadian ores smelted in Can- 
ada, but it was distinctly for the pur- 
pose of carrying Canadian ores to 


take 


United States smelters. If it is a 
fact—and we have it on the best 
authority-that it is necessary for 
these ores to be carried to United 


States smelters in order that the mines 
may be worked profitably, then I say 
it is in the interest of the people I re- 
present, who supply food products to 
the miners of that country, that the 
ore should be carried to the United 
States and be smelted there; rather 
than that these mines should not be 
all and that there should 
be no miners there to consume the 
products of the Northwest. What is 
true with regard to the Slocan district 
is equally true with regard to the 
Kettle river district. Ifit is impos- 
sible to have prosperity in mining in 
the case of the high grade ore of the 
Slocan district without railway com- 
petition and without smelting these 
ores in the United States, it is certain- 
ly much more necessary to have rail- 
way competition, (and possibly, for 
aught I know,tiv have the ores smelted 
in the United States) in the case of 
the low grade ores of the Kettie river 
country.

if it be established that railway 
competition is necessary for the de- 
velopment of the mines, of that coun- 
try, then the question is: Can that 
competition be provided through any 
other source than that offered by the 
Kettle river railway. It is within

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Mr. Speaker, the argument has been 
used that the trade of the Kettle river 
country would be done by the United 
States if this were built. Oue Hon. 
gentleman, @ manufacturer, the hon. 
member for Centre Toronto (Mr. Bert- 
ram), was very emphatic in his desire 
that Canada’s trade shouid not be lost 
tothe United States“by rendering pos- 
sible the interchange of trade. T would 
ask that hon. gentlemen how long 
would he run his foundries in Toronto 
if it were not for the coal he buys from 
the United States? Is he the man to 
say that there shall not be trade be- 
tween these two countries; Here, in 
this city cf Ottawa, which depends so 
jargely on the lumber industry, we see 
railways and fleets of boats to carry 
Canadian lumber—where te? To the 
United States; and without the market 
of the United States, the lumber in- 
dustries of the city of Ottawa could 
not ‘e carried on. As circumstances 


lexist, it is an absolute necessity for 


certain Canadians to deal with the 


competition in Manitoba, the North- 
west and British Columbia, and not

And it is not merely the question 
of railway competition. Within the 
past year the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany has gone into the smelting bus- 
iness, having bought the Heinze 
smelter at Trail; and now they want 
not only the absolute monopoly of 
transportation in British Columbia, 
but also the absolute monopoly of 
smelter work in British Columbia. 
Thev drop the question of transporta- 
tion out of sight in their arguments, 
but they put the question of smelter 
work forward. They,say we want the 
monopoly for the purpose of keeping 
smelter work in Canada—in other 
words, for themselves. Therefore, I say 
this is not only a questien of tran- 
sportation, but a question of smelter 
monopoly as well. The experience of 
Manitoba, the Northwest and British 
Columbia has shown that the natural 
industries of these districts cannot 
thrive under a monopoly of tran- 
sportation, much less under a mono- 
poly ef manufacture; and when the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
come to us and demand, as they are 
doing in their opposition to this bill, 
an absolute monopoly not only of 
transportation, but also of the smelt- 
ing of ores in British Columbia, they are 
asking something that this House can- 
not afford to grant and for my part it 


shall not grant without having a | 


knowledge of the facts. It is all very 
well to say we should smelt our own 
ores in Canada. There are many 
things that we should do in Canada, 
and that we would do in Canada if it 
paid us todo them. But if circum-

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SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 16, ’98. 
The debate on tho budget, or finan- 
cial statement, was concluded about 
three o'clock this mornitig. The de- 
pate was chiefly remarkable for the 
jack of interest taken in it on either 
<ida ef the house or by the public. 
The finance minister made his an- 
nounces to a thin house and an almost 
empty gallery, and theScriticisms of 
sir Charles Tupper and Hon. Mr. 
Foster fared no better. No doubt the 
care with which Hon. Mr. Fielding had 
kept away from merely party cor:- 
toversy and ancient history in his 
address had a great deal to do with 
the mildness of the subsequent pro- 
ceedings. The minister of customs 
had a better hearing for his array of 
facts and close reasoniag, and acquit- 
‘ed himself most. creditably, both as a 
business man handling a_ bus ness 
subject, and an orstor. With the 
close of the speech of the minister of 
customs interest in the debate veased, 
and it was merely continued as a mat- 
ter of form. No new points were 
brought ont. The case for the govern- 
ment as brought out was: The re- 
turn Of natienal prosperity; the 
growing revenue; the reduction in 
certain important items of expend- 
iture; the reduction in the prblic 
burdens by the lowering of the tariff ; 
ind the preference given to British 
and West Indian trade. Against 
thes®? main propositions the critics of 
the government chiefly opposed a 
series of negatives. The general pros- 
perity was due to good crops in 
Canada and failures elsewhere, not to 
the policy of the government ; the in- 
crease of revenue came from the same 
source ; the tariff had not been lower- 
ed to the extent promised by the 
iberals when in opposition; and a 
bungle had been made in the pre- 
ferential trade proposals of last year 
which was only now being rectified ; 
The positive positions taken by the 
opposition were that the total ex- 
penditures had actually been increas- 
ed; that the economies effected in 
reduced interest’ on debt and on sav- | 
ings bank deposits should have been | 
met by corresponding reductions in | 
expenditure, whereas these savings 
were made to cover a corresponding 
increase of expenditure; the prefer- 
ence on West India sugar was an- 
other means of increasing the revenue 
to the extent of nearly half a million 
a year under the pretext of promot- 
ing West India trade. On the tariff 
is a whole very little criticism was 
ventured. There was a general feel- 
ng that something should be sacrifi- 
ed for stability. Mr. Foster took 
issue strongly with Mr. Fielding on 
his declaration that as long as there 
were duties higher than» a revenue 
tariff standard there could be no 


} 


absolute stability of the tariff He 

lared that this was a threat which 
would prevent the investment of 
apital in manufactures, and hinted 
that it might be used to extract 
money for election purposes. On the 
other hand this was the most satis- 
factory feature of the finance minister’s 
address to a large number of his 
followers, whe sre restive under the 
idea that the manufacturer has still 

) much® advantage over the con- 
sumer in some lines. The respective 
position of the two parties was stated 
y Mr. Paterson to be that with the 
conservatives protection of manu- 
facturers was the object of the tariff 
and revenue only an incident, with 

» liberals, revenue was the object 

d protection the incident. 

To sum up. It is evident that 
there can be national prosperity under 
liberal, as well as under conservative 
ule. That the reductions in the 
tariff while of value to the neople have 
not restricted naanufacturing enter- 
prise. At the same time it is evi- 
dent that even with a swelling revenue 
expenditure is swelling almost or al- 
together as rapidly ; and that unless 
the growth of expenditure can be 
reduced, when the growth of revenue | 
is checked, as it must be sometime, | 
there will be a crisis in financial 


received more attention than the 
budget debate during the past week. 
Tt was decided on Friday evening by 
nearly twenty majority in a thin 
house, to refuse the charter. This 
proposed railway was a branch of the 
Corbin system which enters Southern 
British Columbia from Spokane, 
Washington. The Boundary Creek 
district, whichas yet is untouched by 
railways, was the region affected and 
is said to contain vast bodies of low 
grade ore. The C. P. R. which 
recently acquired the Heinze smelter 
at Trail, and is going into the smelting 
business is anxious to monopolize the. 
smelting as well as the transportation 
business of British Columbia. They 
have acquired a provincial railway 
charter under which they declare their 
intention of building into the Bound- 
ary Creek district for the purpose of 
bringing ore to their Trail smelter. 
(That is if their acquirement of the 
Trail smelter is not merely a blind to 
cover their ore traflic to the Omaha 
smelter, to which they carry the 
Slocan ores.) To the ordinary olset: 4 
ver it would not appear that this had 
anything to do with the application 
of Mr. Corbin to build into the same 
district, without bonus from anycne. 
But the C. P. R. thought otherwise, 
and after the most persistent and 
scientific lobby of the session they 
tucceeded in defeating the bill to 
allow the construction of the Corbin 
road, by the majority stated. The 
position is that the parliament of 
Canada has without money and _with- 
out price refused to allow the railway 
competition necessary to develop an 
important mining region, although 
offered without cost to anyone. Cor- 
bin’s mistake was that he did not ask 
for a bonus. Had he done so no 
doubt be would have secured his 
charter. But the idea that capital 
could be found to build a railroad in 
Canada withcut a government bonus 
rattled the members. The Grand 
Trunk, which under the new manage- | 
ment, is anxious tc enter Western 
Canada as an active competitor with 
the C. P. R., supported the Corbin 
scheme as a means of getting into 
Southern British Columbia, but they 
were not in it’with the C. P. R. The 
question was not a government one, 
and the cabinet divided on it, Hon. 
Messrs. Blair, Mulock, Sifton, Dobell, 
Patterson, Cartwright and _ Fitz- 
patrick voted for the bill and Mr. 
Fielding, who was not in his place in 
time to vote, stated that he would 
have voted the same way. Sir Henri 
Joly and Hon. Mr. Tarte voted with 
the majority against the bill. A 
majority of conservatives voted against 
the bili and a majority of liberals for 
it.

power. Under the old government 
the criticism of the opposition could 
always be depended on; now there is 
no such organization to criticize them 
and the country is their meat. 

It is generally understood that the 
plebiscite bill will be introduced in a 
few days and that the question will 
be straight “yes ” or “no.”
